The  all-gravelled  North  Platte  Valley  Highway  No. 
'2C>  extends  from  Ogallala,  Nebraska,  to  its  junction  with 
the  Yellowstone  Highway  at  Dwyer.  Wyoming.  It  saves 
over  05  miles  over  other  routes  from  the  East  to  Yellow- 
stone Park  and  the  Jackson  Hole  Country,  and  is  the 
shortest  route  to  the  Black  Hills. 

This  Highway  can  also  be  reached  by  State  and 
Federal  Highways  No.  19  from  Sidney,  Nebraska,  and 
No.  29  from  Kimball,  Nebraska.  The  valley  of  the 
North  Platte,  traversed  by  the  Old  Oregon  and  Mor- 
mon trails,  is  the  land  of  beauty  and  romance,  the  land 
of  history's  colorful  pageant.  The  old  west  of  history 
and  story  was  centered  here  and  spots  of  scenic  and 
historic  interest  are  on  every  hand.  Old  Fort  Laramie 
which  was  the  stronghold  and  capital  of  the  fur  trad- 
ers and  for  decades  the  most  important  military  post  in 
the  west,  is  partially  intact.  Court  House  Rock,  Chim- 
ney Rock,  Scotts  Bluff  National  Monument  with  its 
historic  Mitchell  Pass,  Nebraska's  Wild  Game  Preserve, 
Horse  Creek  Treaty  Grounds  where  the  largest  as-

Cloud  Agency,  the  beautiful  Wild  Cat  Hills,  Sunrise 
Mountains,  and  innumerable  other  spots  of  beauty  and 
historic  interest  will  make  this  "Trail  of  Yesterday" 
live  in  your  memory. 

And  as  you  traverse  this  trail  you  will  visualize 
among  these  scenic  beauties  the  shadowy  forms  of 
those  who  preceded  you — the  roving  Sioux,  the  fur- 
traders,  the  Forty  Niners,  the  Mormons,  the  stage 
coach  travellers,  the  pony  express,  Jim  Bridger,  Marcus 
and  Narcissa  Whitman,  Father  De  Smet,  the  Astorians, 
General  Custer,  and  those  others  in  that  pageant,  the 
"Winning  of  the  West." 

And  in  the  valley  where  memories  of  the  past  still 
linger  you  will  see  the  most  unique  Agricultural-In- 
dustrial development  in  America:  Where  through  irri- 
gation of  the  soil,  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  sugar  is 
annually  manufactured  in  seven  immense  factories.  The 
Past  and  Present,  History  and  Progress,  live  together 
in  the  North  Platte  Valley,  where  the  "Trail  of  Yester- 
day" is  beckoning  you. 
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
